WIND, RAIN AND FLOOD ASSAIL 


EL RENO, OKLA., THE CENTER OF 
FEARFUL STORMS. 


Nature Shook the Folds of Her Fury 
and Sent Destruction on 
the People. 


E] Reno, Okla., April 28.—For the first 
time since the white man settled in the 
Canadian valley, twenty-nine years ago, 
this morning’s sun sent its rays over an 
Oklahoma sea. The final storm and flood 
came as a fitting climax to a week of un- 
usually heavy rains ard damaging floods.

Campaign in Thessaly. 

London, April 28.—A special dispatch from 
Volo, the port of Thessaly, announces’ that 
the Turkish advance ferces have attacked 
the Greeks at Velestino, about eight miles 
west of Volo, on the railroad connecting 
the latter place with Larissa and Phar- 
salia. The Turks, however, the dispatch 
says, were repulsed with fieavy loss and 
driven back as far as Teherilis. , 

General Smolenski, on hearing of the at- 
tack upon Velestino; made a sortie from 
Pharsalia in order to support the Greek 
force at Velestino. 

Constantinople, April 28.—An official dis- 
patch, received here from Salonica, says 
that in an engagement at Losfakia the 
Greeks were compelled to retreat with a 
loss of 400 killed and many wounded. 

The report of the bombardment of Kara- 
burun is denied in this dispatch. It its 
explained that the Greek fleet maneuvered 
in the vicinity of Karaburun, but did not 
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and thé people huddled together awaiting 
the blow.

In- 
stead of following the troops to Pharsalia, 
the correspondent, to get off his dispatches 
pushed on to Volo, where there was a 
panic almost equaling the one witnessed 
at Larissa. Fugitives were arriving at 
Volo every few minutes, and they spread 
rumors that the Turks would enter the 
place in a few hours. 

“In the absence of steamers there was a 
general rush for caiques, on board of which 
the well-to-do classes went to Euboea or 
other islands. Your correspondent hired 
a caique and went on board of it with a 
newspaper companion, Mr. Holdall. In a

Huntsville, Ala., April 28.—(Special.)—The 
annual meeting of the Alabama Commer- 
cial and Industrial Association was held 
in this city todcy, presided over by Pres- 
ident H. L. McKee, of Selma. The at- 
tendance was small, but the business trans- 
acted was of the most important nature. 
The morning session was called to or- 
der at 10 o'clock. 

The chairman of the constitutional con- 
vention committee, Mr. McKee, made a 
report of work done during the past sear. 
He reported that it had been apparently 


fruitless, but that a strong public senti-° 


ment had been aroused in favor of having 
a constitutional convention called, The 
cOmmittee urged that every business organ- 
ization of the state set to work and compel 
the next general assembly to call a con- 
vention. 

In the matter of a Centennial exhibit for 
the state, much discussion was indulged 
in, and Commissioner of Agriculture Cul- 
ver was severely criticised for his con- 
The association ap- 


sional district, to assist the commissioner 
in collecting the exhibit. The governor 
will be requested to approve of this mea- 
sure. 

A hearty indorsement was given the 
act of the last legislature exempting new 
industries from taxation for a perlod of 
ten years. 

At the conclusion of the moraing ses- 
sion the delegates were given a drive 
through the city and suburbs. 

At the night session a resolution was 
passed unanimously favoring the establish- 
ment of a bureau of immigration for Ala- 
bama. A resolution was adopted memo- 
rializing congress to appropriate a sufficient 
sum to complete the work now in progress 
on Colbert shoals. This, if done, will make 
the Tennessee river at that place naviga- 
ble all the year round. Officers were elect- 
ed as follows:

Her Husband Returned with Her—The 
Negro Felled Him with a Blow 
and Filed.

Selma, Ala., Apml © 28.—(Spectal.)—Jim 
Brandon, a young negro, was arrested near 
Six Mile today for a murderous assault on 
Robert Forman, a.white farmer, while se- 
creted in Forman’s house, awaiting the re- 
turn of Mrs. Forman; whom he confesses 
he intended to overpower and assault. He 
is the son of George Brandon, who was 
lynched last month for assaulting Miss 
Battle, near Six Mile. 

The son forced an entrahce to Forman’s 
dwelling, while the family were in the 
field and stood by the door with a lasso 
made with a plow line. His plan was to 


thrown this over the lady’s head as she 


entered and tie her so that he could ac- 
complish his purpore. To his dismay her 
husband came with her and Brandon seized 
the detached barrel of a shot gun, which 
chanced to be near and dealt Forman a 
blow which fractured his skull and ren- 
dered him unconscious. Mrs. Forman 
screamed and the negro ran. He was hur- 
ried off to Centerville jail as soon as capt- 
ured and the circuit court being now in 
session may save him from meeting the 
same fate as his father. 


EDITOR TRIES TO SHUFFLE OFF. 


William Shaw Drinks Laudanum and 

Shoots Himself. 

Columbia, S. C., April 28.—(Special.)—Un- 
til yesterday William David Shaw was ed- 
itor of The Lake City Times. For some 
reason his services were dispensed with. 
This morning he wrote a letter, drank two 
ounces of laudanum and shot himisw'f 
through the body. Here is his letter: 

“Must I do the deed? Oh, God, send 
down Thine angel of mercy to bear my 
troubled soul away. Can it be a sin? Qh, 
spare me, forgive me, Father, to do away 
with a life that is filled with pain and mis- 
ery! Is there anything for me to live 
for? All is dark and aismal. I have no 
hope. ls there rest and peace in the 
grave? ina world so large, beautiful and 
wealthy, and yet 1 must starve—no money, 
no work. Cheerless and cold seems every 
heart to me. I cannot stand tnis strain. 
I have strained every brain nerve, mus- 
cle and vein in thinking of what to do 
and all I can see before me is dismal dis- 
tress. Death does away with all thks. I 
have some friends here. I believe. I have 
endeavored to do my duty toward thenr. 
I hope that they wiil be kind enough to 
dispose of my body; I care not where. My 
trunk and clothes will go to my two 
brothers and sisters.

Tragedy on Peachtree Street Last Night 
at 9:40 O'Clock. 
NEGRO CRUSHED TO DEATH 


She Was Riding a Wheel and Lost 
Control of the Handle Bars. 


TWO ACCOUNTS OF THE ACCIDENT 


A Weird Scene After the Tragedy Oc- 
curred---The Coroner Notified 
and Will Hold Inquest. , 


Last night at 9:40 o’clock Lella Belle 
Cariton, a colored girl, was run over by a 
trolley car on Peachtree street while she 
was riding a bicycle and was instantly 
killed. 

A few minutes before the tragedy John 
Holliday, a negro man who is employed by 
the Elkin-Watson Drug Company, went on 
a bicycle to the residence where the girl 
was employed and asked her to go riding 
with him. She consented to.do so and the 
two started down Peachtree toward the 
city. They were riding side by side, the 
man next to the sidewalk and the girl 
nearest the street car tracks. They were 
talking about a church fair as they rode 
by Forrest avenue. They were still dis- 
cussing the matter when they neared the 
junction of Ivy and Peachtree streets. 

Swinging around the curve where Peach- 
tree leaves West Peachtree a trolley car 
came tn sight going toward Piedmont park. 

When the two bicycle riders were close 
to the car the girl’s hat came near flying 


E off and she released one of the handle bars 


to catch it. In doing this she lost control 
of her wheel and it began to sway from 
side to side. The approaching car seemed 
to excite her and just as she came to it she 
suddenly lost her balance and fell toward 


the car while the wheel was pushed in the 


other direction. 

In a few seconds it was all over and 
the woman's lifeless and mangled body lay 
under the car. She had clung to the car 
for a moment or two and then she was 
dragged under the wheels and crushed to 
death. 

About the Scene of the Tragedy. 

A great crowd collected about the place 
and 200 or 300 bicycle riders came up and 
dismounted from’ their wheels. The wo- 
man was taken from under the car and 
placed on a high grassy knoll on @ lot near 
where the accident had occurred. A white 
cloth was thrown over the body to await 
the coroner’s instructions. The reserve 
force at the police station was notified and 
hastened to the scene. 

Crowds of negroes collected at the place 
and surrounded the dead woman as she 
lay there under the glare of the electric 
lights. Others struck matches to inspect 
the pools of blood which lay along the 
track. Ladies and gentlemen walking out 
Peachtree would stop and inquire why the 
crowd had gathered about the spot and 
when toid they would glance at the white 
cloth and pools of blood and shudder as 


; they hurried away. 


after some delay word was received from 
the coroner to have the body removed to 
the undertaking establishment of Lee, tne 
negro. funeral director. The inquest will 
be held tomorrow. 

What the Motorman Says. 

In the meantime the motorman who was 
in charge of the trolley car when the ac- 
cident occurred had gone to the police sta- 
tion to report the matter and he was held 
and will be kept in custody until the 
coroner's inquest is over. 

The car was No. 144 and was in charge 
of Conductor D. B. Brown and Motorman 
J. J. Dorsett. 

At the police station Dorsett gave the 
following account of the tragedy: | 

“1 was on schedule time and was going 
out Peachtree at the ysual speed and not 
very fast when I suddenly saw a woman 
fall off her bicycle and onto the front of 
the footrail of the car. I immediately put 
on the brake, there being no current on, 
as we were going down grade, and I stop- 
ped the car as quickly as possible. God 
knows I did not want to hurt anybody and 
I wasn’t to blame.”’ 

“How fast were you running?” he was 
asked. 

“I cannot say exactly, but as we have 

orders not to go down that grade rapidly 
we were not making fast time. We make 
from the corner of Broad and Martetta 
streets to the exposition grounds in twenty 
minutes.”’ 
«Dorsett stated that he did not hear the 
woman make any outcry after she was 
struck. He saw the riders approaching 
before the accident occurred, but did not 
think either of them would get in the way. 
The woman fell over toward the car unex- 
pectedly. 

Dorsett was placed in the detention room 
and not in the prison proper, where he 
will be watched by a special guard. He 
was somewhat excited and seeméd to 
greatly regret the accident. 

John Holliday’s Statement. 

John Holliday, the negro who was with 
the woman when the tragedy happened, 
made the following statement to a Consti- 
tution reporter: 

“I was out riding with Leila Carlton 
and when we were near the junction of 
Peachtree. and Ivy streets she tried to 
catch her hat and in some way seemed to 
lose control of her wheel. She couldn’t 
ride very well. I was on the outside 
and I saw her suddenly fall over toward 
the car. I think she was dragged about 
fifty feet, and if the car had been stopped 
sooner she would not have been killed. 1} 
looked at the car and kept wondering why 
they didn’t stop it. I tell you, mister, 
that cor was going awful fast down that 
hill. It looked to me as if it was moving 
twenty miles an hour.” 

The negro was terribly excited and coulda 
hardly talk. 

A Weird Scene. 

A hack had been sent to the home 
the girl's parents in West End and pe 
of her sisters arrived about an hour after 
the accident occurred. In the criéwd about 
the form that lay under the white clotf 
there suddenly arose a plaintive wail 
which was caught up by the other flegro 
women present and a sort or mournful 
dirge floated out on the night air. It made 
a weird scene.

The Alabama Supreme Court Has a Case 
‘Before It. 


THE CHECK HAD BEEN RAISED 


Was Paid on Being Indorsed by the 
Defendant in the Suit—Decisions 
of the Supreme Court. 


Montgomery, Ala., April 28.—(Special.)— 
In the supreme court yesterday the cele- 
brated case of the Birmingham National 
bank vs. John G. Bradley, was argued 
and submitted for the third time in this 
court. The contention of the sult is upon 
the liability of Bradley as indorser on a 
forged check, which the Gate City National 
bank, of Atlanta, issued to John Fix on 
the 23d of February, 1892, for $2, on the 
National Park bank of New York. The 
check was raised to $4,000, and found its 
way into the hands of a party who was 
indebted to Bradley in the sum of $1,500, 
and the debtor proposed to Bradley to pay 
him out of this check if he could get it 
cashed in Birmingham. The Birmingham 
National bank cashed the. check on Brad- 
ley’s indorsement, and Bradley received his 
$1,500, and paid the balance over to the 


person holding the check. The new York 


bank paid the check and gave the Birming- 
ham bank notice, but when the 
reached the bank from which it issued it 
was discovered that it had been raised from 
$2 to $4,000. The case is attracting much in- 
terest among the legal fraternity.

CHARGED WITH WIFE MURDER. 


Andrew Green Committed to Campbell 
County Jail. 


Fairburn, Ga., April 28 —(Special.)—An- 
drew Green, a negro living near this place, 


was given a preliminary trial yesterday — 


before Justice A. J. Luck, charged with 
murdering his wife, and in default of bond 
was sent to jail. The evidence against the 


prisoner is purely circumstantial and he — s 


may be innocent. On the other hand, he 
may be guilty of a most horrible crime— 
that of decoying his wife away from her 
home and children and murdering her m 
cold blood, and it may be that now her 
body in lying in an old well or covered up 
in some ravine mear the home where her 
children are crying for her return. 

Several days ago several parties heard 
the negro woman screaming and ran 4o 
her assistance. It is said he had drawn his 
knife and threatened to kill her, accusing 
her of being intimate with another negro 
man near his home, The prisoner has ad- 
mitted to several parties, as was shown by 
the evidence, that he had several times 
threatened to kill his wife, and one witness 
testified that the negro told him he was 
gaing to kill her and himself, too. 

Soon after these occurrences the negro 
woman disappeared mysteviously, leaving 
home with her husband, Who returmed with- 
out her, after being gone a day and night. 
The last seen of the negro woman, so far as 
known. she was with the accused, and he 
has told several conflicting tales in trying 
to account for her absence, none of which 
is at all satisfactory to those who are ac- 
quainted with the circumstances. It is firm- 
ly believed by the people, white and black, 
in the neighborhood where the negroes lived 
that Andrew Green has foully murdered his 
wife and hidden the body, and they have 
organized themselves into searching par- 
ties and today they are scouring the woods 
and fields, believing fully that they will find 
the dead body of the woman and thereby fix 
the crime on her husband.

A day was appointed and little Emily 
was carried. down to St. Joseph's infirn- 
ary by her father. They cut off the locks, 
shaved her head closely and then put her 
inder the influence of chloroform. 

It was a delicate operation which they 
then periormed. At the temple they cut 
into th? skull and on either side they cut 
out of the skull a rourd piece about the 
size of a nickel. Beginning at these open- 
ings at the temple they cut the skull 
open, running back to a point at the very 
top of the head. The cut was cleven 
inches long and formed a perfect *%’, with 
the sharp pvint at the crown of the head 
and the other points at the two «emples. 
The skull was lifted sligntly and -: after 
all the necessary surgical work the wound 
was banuaged up. The little girl was left 
in her bed and the acxt morning when the 
physicians called was playing with her 
doll, all unconscious of the fearful opening 
tn her head. 

This was two weeks ago. After ten 
days at the infirmary she was sufficiently 
recovered to be taken nome. She sliowed 
no signs of the terrible ordeal except an 
increased nervousness.

OLDEST CHURCH IN ATLANTA

HISTORICAL SKETCH OF THE CHURCH 


-_ 


It Was Organized in Marthasville in 
1847—Its Buildings and Rectors. 
An Interesting History. 


St. Philip’s church, the Episcopal cathe- 
dral of Georgia, will celebrate its semi- 
centennial anniversary next Sunday. The 
commemorative services will be interest- 
ing to the citizens of Atlanta generally as 
well as to the members of the Hpiscopal 
denomination, as St. Philip’s church was 
the first ever organized in this city, dating 
back to the time when the village of Mar 
thasville occupied the site of the great 
southern metropolis. 

Organized in 1347 by a few devout Chris- 
tians of the BHpiscopal faith, St. Philip’s 
church grew with the old Atlanta of ante- 
bellum days; felt the touch of ruthless 
war; arose from the ashes with the new 
Atlanta; and has prospered as the city 
grew and flourished. It is therefore so 
closely identified with the city that the 
celebration of its fiftieth birthday is of 
interest to the people of ail denomina- 
tions. 

As stated, it was the first church organ- 
ized in the village of Marthasville. In 
187 a meeting was held in the office of 
Mr. Garnett. The records show thaat this 
meeting was held on April i, 1847, ‘“‘in 
Marthasville, DeKalb county, Georgia.’”’ 
There were present: G. L. Warren, H. 
G. Jones, W. P. Jones, N. Angier, C. F. 
M. Garnett, W. M. Stockton. The follow- 
ing were the first ollicers elected for 8St. 
Philip's church: Samuel G. Jones, senior 
warden; G. L. Warren, junior warden; 
vestrymen, W. P. Jones, N. Angier, Rich- 
ard Peters, G. Edgar Thompson, Charles 
F. M. Garnett. Ali of these are dead un- 
less Mr. Garnett is living. He was heard 
from a few years ago and was residing 
With his son in Norfolk, Va. Of all the 
members of the original church there are 
but two survivors iving in Atlanta—Mrs. 
Kichard Feters and Mrs. Angler. 

St. Philip’s Church kditrices. 

There have been tnree edifices built since 
the organization of the church. ‘The land 
which is owned by the diocese was deeded 
for church purposes in two lots. First, 
a@& portion was given by Samuel Mitcheil 
vn April 13, 1847; and the other portion by 
L. . Grant on Juhe 1b, 13847. 

The first buiudwigg Was uw Lrume structure 
which occupied tae site upon which now 
Stands the present oullauing used for @ 
Sunday school. This was remvucled ana 
added to on the‘Same site. Later, when 
the present hundsvme ‘brick edifice was 
piulit, a° part of ‘ti® rrame puiiding was 
removed and the centras portion left stand- 
ing for Sunday scnovl purposes. Sv it is 
probable that a portion of the first house 
of worsnip ever erected in Atianta is still 
standing. 

During the war tne church building was 
used as a stable ana feedroum by, tne 
suidiers, and alter the war it was deemed 
udvisavle to reconsecrate the church. 

In tne close or ibe sixties or beginning 
of the seventies a nove was begun ty 
erect a new and iarger edifice und the 
Iounaations were laid at a cost of three 
o> four thousand dollars. The building 
would have faced the capitol and been 
in tne rear of the present one. The olu 
rounaations are still there. The plan was 
abanuoned ahd the trame building contin- 
ued in uss. 

In 1883 the large and handsome structure 
Wilcn is now the catnedral orf Georgia was 
mnisned and dedicated or consecrated. 

The Rectors of the Churcn. 

The first rector vi tne church which was 
built in 1847 was the Rev. Mr. Zimmer. 
He was succeeded by Kev. Richard John- 
pun, who held the pastorate from 1554 to 
1359. Rev. Andrew Freeman came next 
aud presided over the destiny of St. Phil- 
ips during the war. Jn 1865 Rev. C. W. 
Thomas took charge temporarily and was 
eiected on the llth of February, 1866. He 
retired in 1871, and was succeeded by Rev. 
Robert W. B. Elliott, who was chosen 
bishop of western Texas :while he was 
rector of St. Phillp’s and was consecrated 
as such in that church. The next rector 
was Rev. Robert C. Foute, who served 
from 1875 to 1884, and filled the longest term 
of any of the rectors. Mr. Foute was 
succeeded by Dr. J. G. Armstrong, who 
was the rector from 1854 to 1886. After 
Dr. Armstrong came Rey. Byron Holly, 
who served from 1338 to 1889. Rev. G. 
N. Funston followed Mr. Holly and he 
was the rector until he died in- February, 
1891. Dr. T. C. Tupper succeeded Dr. 
Funsten and was rector from June, 1891, 
to June, 1893. On September 1, 1893, the 
present rector, Rev. Albion W. Knight, 
took charge. Mr. Knight is now the dean 


or the cathedral. 
St. Philip’s church became the cathe- 
drai in 1894. Prior to that time the catne- 


dral was St. Luke's.

The Southeastern Passenger Association 
composed of several leading systems of thy 
south, was formed in Washington yester- 
day. 

The organization of the association is 
an important step which has been taken 
by the passenger men in order to secure 
mutual protection in the matter of traffic 
arrangements. The outline of the associa- 
tion was agreed upon at the meeting in 
Atlanta last week. 

The purpose of the organization is. for 
the interchange of authentic information 
in regard to the tariffs of-the respective 
parties and for consultation and mutual 
advice in regard to the reasonableness and 
publicity of thrifts. : 

The Seaboard Air-Line system has not 
yet joined the association, but nearly all 
of the other systems of the south have be-- 
come members in the organization. 

The election of officers at yesterday’s 
meeting resulted in the selection of Henry 
Walters, president of the Atlantic Coast 
Lime, as president. Joe Richardson, for- 
merly commissioner of the Southern States 
Passenger Association, was made chair 
man of the conference committee of the 
new association. | 

The agreement under which the associa- 
tion was formed was reached at a special 
meeting which was held in Atlanta several 
days ago, but the agreement was not 
wholly perfected, as several members were 
absent. The agreement which was com- 
pleted yesterday in Washington is said to 
come fully within the requirements of the 
recent decision of the United States su- 
preme court in the Trans-Missouri case. 

Orgenization Perfected Yesterday, . 

The following story from Washington 
tells of the organization of the association, 
giving in detail the terms of the agreement 
reached and the purposes for which fhe 
association was formed: 

“Washington, April 28.—Representatives 
of leading railroads of the south met here 
today and concluded the formation of a 
new passenger traffic association, to be 
known as the Southeastern Passenger Asso- 
ciation and elected officers for the ensuing 
year. The articles of association were ten- 
tativelv formed at a recent meeting at 
Atlarta, subject to the concurrence of 
four absent members. These members wére 
present at the meeting today and after | 
some minor changes in the articles were 
made they were formally adopted. 

“The roads entering the association are- 
the Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern rail- 
way, Atlanta and West Point railroad, 
Atlantic Coast Line, Central of 
Florida Central and Peninsular : 
Fiorida East Coast railroad, Georgia and 
Alabama, Georgia Southern and Florida, 
Louisville and Nashville railroad, Mobile 
and Birmingkam railroad, Pennsylvania, 
Plant system of railways, Richmond, Fred- 
er'cksburg and Potomac, Southern railway, 
Tifton and Northeastern railroad, Western 
Railway of Alabama. 

“The Seaboard Air-Line system has not

cers resulted in the choice of Henry Wal- 
ters, president of the Atlantic Coast line, as 
president: Joseph Richardson, formerly 
commissioner of the Southern States Pas- 
seneer Association. as chairman of the

Object of the Association. 

“The articles adopted today set forth 
the object of the association as follows: 

“*For the purpose of interchanging au- 
thentic information in regard to the tar- 
iffs of the respective parties, members of 
this association; for cunsultation and mu- 
tual advice in regard to the reasonabile- 
ness of tariffs, and the publicity of the 
same, and to aid in fulfilling the purposes 
of the laws of the states and of the Unfted 
States affecting commerce, especially with 
the view of preventing fllegal and unjust 
discririnations between persons, locali- 
ties or kinds of traffic.’ 

“The terrftory of the association is south 
of the Ohio and Potomac and east of the 
Mississippi rivers. The articles provide for 
a conference committee to whom shall be 
submitted all changes in rates, rules or 
regulations affecting the traffic within the 
territory of the association. It is made 
the duty of the chairman to discourage re- 
ductions in rates by rebates, drawbacks, 
commissions, or by any Ulegal devices. 

*“‘At the conclusion of the morning session, 
which wus behind closed doors, the officers 
of the association stated that the new 
agreement is designed to come fully within ~ 
the requirements of the recent decision of 
the United States supreme court in the 
Trans-Missouri case. It is said to be main- 
ly in the nature of a club arrangement for 
the exchange of itmformation of mutual 
benefit, and net for a control of rates withe- 
in the meaning of the recent decision.

A Difference, Indeed. 

The Macon Telegraph begins an edi- 
torial article with the following state- 
ment: 

The Atlanta Constitution, in its Issue of 
yesterday, had a column editorial devoted 
to The Telegraph and its policy. The Con- 
stitution does mot like The Telegraph and 
the feeli is cordially reciprocated. We 
do not think an agreement can ever be 
reached. The difference is fundamental. 


This is one of the statements made by 
The Telegraph that The Constitution 
can heartily indorse. The matter is not 
a question of liking or disliking our Ma- 
con contemporary. There is nothing per- 
sonal in it. It is simply a question of 
political principles. Being democratic, 
The Constitution does not like The Tel- 
egraph’s principles. The difference is 
indeed fundamental; it is, the differ- 
ence between democratic principles and 
republican principles. 

Moreover, we do not discuss The Tel- 
egraph’s principles in the hope that an 
agreement may be reached, but for the 
purpose of combating error with truth 
and reason, and for the purpose of dis- 
seminating true democratic doctrine— 
the doctrine in which an overwhelming 
majority of the people of Georgia and 


the south have stood for the past gener- 


ation, and on which they will continue 
to stand for generations to come. 

We are proceeding on the maxim of 
Jefferson to the effect that error ceas- 
es to be dangerous when reason is left 
free to combat it. In this matter we 
are shortly to be aided greatly in the 
change of railway schedules, which have 
been readjusted so as to put the north- 
ern mail into Macon and points below 
two hours earlier than at present, thanks 
to the activity of Senator Bacon. This 
will enable The Constitution to give 
the people of Macon a democratic morn- 
ing newspaper. On every morning train 
that goes out of Macon The Constitu- 
tion will go with The Macon Telegraph 
and the two papers will reach every part 
of southern and southwest Georgia sim- 
ultaneously. 

In this way The Constitution will be 
enabled to provide a prompt and infalli- 
ble antidote for whatever republican or

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While the subject of federation is un- 
der advisement in Australia, it will 
doubtless be of some interest to our 
readers to consider the breadth of the 
proposed movement. 


Though every school child is aware 


of fie fact that Australia is the larg- 
est island on the globe, there are few, 
perhaps, who know that the proposed 
federation of British provinces will be 
almost as large as the United States. 
Within our national limits there are 
3,500,000 square miles of territory, in- 
cluding Alaska, while in Australia there 
are 3,288,000 square miles. 

The various Australian provinces are: 
New South Wales, Queensland, South 
Australia, Victoria and West Australia. 
Of these provinces Queensland ig the 
only one averse to entering the pro- 
posed federation, but even in Queens- 
land opposition is rapidly disappearing 
and federation at some time in the very 
near future is clearly assured. The area 
of each province is shown in the follow- 
ing table:

The soil of the island is exceptional- 
ly fertile, and there can be no doubt 
whatever as to the success of the feder- 
ation. The population of New South 
Wales is about 1,125,000, and its public 
revenue during the last four years has 
averaged $50,000,000. Its exports are 
worth $150,000,000 annually and its im- 
ports about three-quarters of that sum. 
Queensland, with a population of 500,000, 
has a revenue of $14,000,000; its exports 
amounting to $50,000,000 and its im- 
ports to $22,000,000. Victoria, with a 
population of 1,250,000, has a revenue of 
$42,000,000 and a very large export and 
import trade. South and West Australia 
are likewise flourishing provinces, With- 
in the last few years the growth of Aus- 
tralia has been something wonderful, 
and whereas Ca¥ffida was formerly Eng- 
land’s most important colony, that dis- 
tinction now belongs to Australia. 
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Prosperity Again Postponed. 

The most interesting of recent events, 
superceding in importance even Mr. 
Watterson’s skillful delineation of Mr. 
Cleveland and the satellites who swarm- 
ed about his feet at the Reform Club, is 
the official postponement of prosperity 
by the editor who stands closest to Mr. 
McKinley. 

We refer, of course, to Mr. Herman 
H. Kolhsaat, who, as one of the presi- 
dent’s most intimate friends and one 
of the three or four men who made the 
president’s nomination possible, is in a 
position to speak for the man who now 
stands at the head of the republican 
party. 

Mr. Kohlsaat, who has just returned 
to Chicago from Washington, makes 
haste to inform the public through The. 
Times-Herald that the time has now 
arrived to inform an anxious and ex- 
pectant public that the date set for the 
return of prosperity has been again 
postponed, this time indefinitely. In an 
article on “Campaign Pledges of Pros- 
perity,” Mr. Kohlsaat says: 

The memorial presented to the president 
on Thursday by the executive council of the 
Federation of Labor voices the popular but 
unreasonable discontent of the wage-earn- 
ers over the failure of the politicians to re- 


deem the prosperity promises so recklessly 
make from the stump during the recent 


campaign. 

The pledges of a speedy return to: good 
times so glibly made by the spellbinders 
were repeatedly deprecated by the conserv- 
ative, sober-minded element in the republi- 
cam party. It was well known that many 
of these promises were ridiculously extrav- 
agant. They never had any warrant in 
any of the utterances of Mr. McKinley in 
his famous “front porch’ campaign. 

And he makes this remark in conclu- 
sion: 


Prosperity will not come until the new 
tariff measure has been upon the federal 
statute books long enough to inaugurate 
a revival of languishing industries and long 
enough to turn a bountiful tide of revenue 
into the government treasury. 


The Constitution fails to recall any 
of the deprecations referred to by our 
esteemed contemporary. Even before 
Mr. McKinley’s nomination the declara- 
tion was made that he was the advance 
agent of prosperity, and there was no. 
republican organ bold enough to dis- 
pute it. The same claim was made af- 
ter he was nominated, and if Mr. Mc- 
Kinley or any of the republicans ever 
denied it, their denials were not made 
public. 

It is true, as Mr. Kohlgaat says, that 
the promises of prosperity were reck- 
lessly made. The Constitution said so 
at the time, and pointed out day after 
day how foolish it would’ be for sensible 
men to vote for Mr. McKinley in the 
hope that he and his republican friends 
could restore prosperity by means of the 
illusory schemes set forth in their plat- 
form. But we do not remember that 
any republican newspaper was consery- 
ative or sober minded enough to agree 
with us. 

The Times-Herald says truly that it 
“was well known that many of the 
promises were ridiculously extrava- 
gant.” It was well known, indeed, to 
the democrats, and publicly stated by 
them, but if any republican newspaper 
denied the claims of the orators or crit- 
icised their claims as ridiculously ex- 
travagant, the matter did not come un- 
der our observation. And our belief is 
that if any republican editor or leader 
had declared that the claims of a quick 
return of prosperity were ridiculously 
extravagant, he would have been incon- 
tinently sat upon by the Hanna crowd 
and drummed out of the party. 

As our readers know, the whole re- 
publican campsign from beginning to 


end was based on the contention that [ 


nothing stood in the way of a return of 
prosperity but a lack of confidence, and 
that confidence would be restored the 
moment the conservative business men 
of the country were satisfied of the 
election of the republican candidate. If 
Mr. McKinley in his front porch speech- 
es did mot explicitly make that an- 
nouncement, he contributed to the gen- 
eral idea on which it was based.

ity. Mr. McKinley never denied it. And 
so complete was the belief among those 
who had supported the  repubii- 
cans that less than a fortnight after 
the election a New York newspaper 
printed a whole page of the names of in- 
dustries that had opened up. The Con- 
stitution pointed out at the time that 
these industries had been closed down 
by order of Hanna so as to influence 
their employees to vote for McKinley. 
The story would not be complete if we 
did not add that many of the industries 


since shut down for good and gone out 
of business. 

But the main fact to which we de- 
sire to call attention {fs that The Times- 
Herald thas officially postponed the re- 
turn of prosperity to an indefinite pe- 
riod. It was to come when McKinley 
was elected, but was pdstponed. It was 
to come when he was inaugurated, but 
was deferred, It was to come when 
the extra session was called, but now 
the whole country will be pained to learn 
that it has been postponed to an in- 
definite period, when the new tariff bill 
begins to make its influenge felt from 
one end of the country to the other. 

Meanwhile the New York newspapers 
are kicking about the business outlook. 
At the present rate it will not be long 
before the people will rise fn their 
might and indignantly sweep the tools 
of the money power and the enemies of 
democracy out of control of congress and 
the government. 

A Deserved Tribute.

John §. Mtbsby is not expected to live. 
He was to participate in’ the Grant memo- 
rial ceremonies, but was thrown from his 
buggy in a runaway last week and since 
then has been in a serious condition. 

The career of Mosby was one of the 
most daring and picturesque in the con- 
federate lines. Few men were more inter- 
esting or conspicuous than he. As a raider 
no one could equal him, and it was a fre- 
quent occurrence for him to surprise the 
enemy and put them to rout before they 
realized what had happened. Mosby was 
a man who always did the unexpected. 

He began his career at college by shoot- 
ing down a fellow student, for which he 
was tried and imprisoned. While in prison 
he took up the study of law. Afterwards 
he was pardoned and allied himself with 
the cause of the confederacy, for which 
he fought with the fury of a tiger. He 
was for a time under Joseph BH. Johnston 
on the cavalry picket line, but he was too 
independent in nature to remain long there, 
and soon organized a band of men, who 
were the bravest of the brave. He was 
for a time a scout under General Stuart, 
and guided that officer on a raid to the 
rear of McClellan on the Chickahominy. 
Mosby never feared fire. He was full of 
furious deflance and was happiest when 
rushing into the front of a dangerous en- 
counter. He haunted Hooker. In the wil- 
derness he stuck to General Grant and 
harassed him to such an extent that it 
was. necessary for a large body of men 
to be sent to dislodge him. 

Mosby was promoted through all the 
ranks to that of brigadier general. He 
was considered the most fearless of all 
fire-eaters during the war. 

Thus came the great surprise when, in 
1872, Mosby, during the Greeley-Grant cam- 
paign, announced his support of the re- 
publicans. He had supported a reconstruc- 
tion candidate before, but this time he 
came flatly out. Later on he supported 
Hayes and racsived the appointment to 
Hong Kong as consul. For this he has 
been censured, 

Just on this line there has recently ap- 
peared in the Virginia papers a letter 
from Mosby, which will be of historic in- 
terest in that he seeks to justify his posi- 
tion. He claims that he is vindicated be- 
cause of the curses heaped upon Cleveland. 
The letter was written to a friend in 
Staunton. 

Mosby says: 

‘ “T did change my fpolitics—because poll- 
tics changed. Politics,. said Burke, is the 
science of circumstaaces, had sense 
envugh to gee ths new political conditions 
that had erisen in the south and the 
courage to defy popular passions and prej- 
udicas. I did not, according to the cant 
of the day, ‘go with nm: eople.’ Judas 
Iseariot did. If they Re § fotiawed me I 
would have ted them to -_victory. The 
wold moves, and I had to move with it. 
My support of Grant was a no wider de- 
parture from what I had been than Gen- 
eral Robert B, Lee’s when he asked Grant 
to indorse his petition for amnesty and 
pardon. General Lee simply changed in 
conformity with circumstances.”" 

The letter, wnich is long, concludes as 
follows: 

“The people of Augusta remember when 
A. H. H. Stuart and John 8S. Baldwin were 
bitter foes of the democratic party; they 
lived to see them become its leaders, ey 
made as long a leap as I did; they didn’t 
realize it, because nearly every y went 
with them. A few lunatics criticised them. 
If my motives were sordid in supporting 
Grant I paid dearly for it. This ought to 
satisfy the Virginia ce pie especially as 
I shal never disturb them again. It is true 
that six years after I announced my sup- 
port of Grant Mr. Hayes appointed me 
consul at Hong Kong, the only office I 
ever held. I have no idea now of acting 
the part of Timon-.and spending my life 
in reproaching fortune, but those ac- 
quainted with the facts will say that the 
emoluments of that position were a very 
inadequate compensation for those I lost 
by changing the colors of his (my) politi- 
cal coat. 

“In a publie letter in 1876, advocating the 
election of Hayes, I said: ‘I know ve 
well the measure of denunciation whic 
the expression of these sentiments will 
receive from the people in whose cause I 
shed my blood and sacrificed the prime 
of my life. Be it so. I wait on time for 
my vindication.’ It has come. The curses 
thet are ringing on Cleveland are a yinii- 
cation of me. Virginia is no longer’ my 
home. If friendship for Grant be treason 
to her, shs has at least the consolation 
of knowing that my name is not heard 
wken the roll of the children she has hon- 
ored is called.

For the first time in years a Georgia 
boy will snatch the first honors from tho 
United States Naval academy at Annapo- 
lis. William Gunnell DuBose, who received 
the appointment from the tenth district, 
is the man who will head his class and 
bear his blushing honors thick upon him 
in June. 

DuBose is a hard worker. He has had 
& hand-to-hand fight with a Michigan man, 
but his aggregate averages have been 
higher and he will come in a full length 
ahead, 

DuBose will receive the heartiest con- 
gratulations from the people of Georgia, 
although he has never resided here. His 
father, who is a surgeon in the navy, has 
the rights of citizenship here and his son 
being a minor, received the appointment 
from this state. 

It has Aor a long time been a fallacy in 
s0me cles of the south that a southern 
boy s not receive fair treatment either 
at the naval academy or at West Point. 
This idea, luckily, is fading away, wheth- 
er because of the splendid records made 
by southern men or because of its own 
falsity. At West Point especially the stand- 
ing of southern men socially, physically 
and intellectually is high. That they are 
the best equestrians is admitted, and they 
rank far aboye the average in their 
studies.

The evidence in the Perry trial has all 
been submitted and the argument has 
begun before the jury. By 5 o'clock this 
afternoon the slayer of Bezy Lanier will 


know his fate. 
The evidence against the prisoner yes- 


terday was sweeping and damaging. It 
was sworn that Perry constantly visited a 
lewd woman in a house at 324% Courtlang 
avenue and that he yisited houses of il} 


repute on Collins street. 

The only testimony in the prisoner's 
favor was that given in his own statement, 
which does not count as evidence. The 
only excuse offered for his deed was that 
Lanier assaulted his wife at the point of 
a pistol, and not one word of proof was 
given to substantiate ihe defendant’s state-

The developments yesterday were al] re- 
plete with absorbing interest.

The statement was a shocking narration 
of alleged harrowing occurrences. Perry 
said that Lanjer, the nan whom he had be- 
friended and had taken inte his house and 
fed when he had no money or friends, had 
turned like a viper to sting him, and had, 
during hig absence, enticed Mrs. Perry to 
his room and there, with a pisto] pointed 
in her face, had peormmitted a most terrible 
outrage,

true he had been to his wife and of how 
Lanier had wronged him until it was very 
clear that he was making a good eftert 
before the jury.

I am @& poor man and have no property. 
I have always struggled and worked hard 
to support my wife and children and have 
labored to make my wife a good husband. 

“There has never been the least trouble 
between me and my wife and I always had 
a thhappy home until this man Lanier 
wronged my wife until death seemed pre- 
ferable to life. I had known the man from 
childhood and never had the least thought 
that he could ever try to wrong her. 

‘‘Last September Lanier came to me and 

told me that he was without work and 
without a dollar, and he wanted to know if 
I would let him board with me without 
money. I told him to come and board 
with me and when he got to making money 
he could pay me, 
, “I looked upon him more as a protector 
for my wife than anything else, and I al- 
ways treated him as one of the family, 
more as one of my children than asa 
boarder. I never had a cross word with 
Lanier. If he ever told my wife a thing 
on me I haven't the slightest knowledge 
of it. I never heard-of the scandalous lies 
that have been circulated against me un- 
til I read of them in the newspapers. 

“I have been a true husband to my wife 
and she has been a true wife to me, I 
took Lanier inte my store when I didn’t 
need him and kept him there because he 
had nothing else to do. I boarded him at 
my house and there was never any disa- 
greement between myself and my wife re- 
garding him. | 

“Everything moved along quietly until 
the night of Friday, March ith, when I 
went home to supper and found my wife in 
bed. I asked her what was the matter and 
she said she was feeling badly. I had a 
friend from Birmingham stopping with 
me that night and he and I were going to 
the theater together. We went to the 
theater and that night when I returned 
home my wife was in bed crying. She 
again told me that she was feeling bad, 
and as I was tired and sleepy I soon went 
to sleep and said no more to her about it. 
The next morning when I arose my wife 
was not feeling well enough to get up. 
She was still in bed at dinner time, 

“About half-past 2 o’clock I went back to 
the house to see how she was getting 
along.

The Atlanta Consolidated Street Railway 
Company will not grant transfers in com- 
pllance with Mayor Collier’s ordinance on 
May ist, 

A bill of injunction was filed in the United 
States court yesterday by the firm of 
Brandon & Arkwright, representing the 
Old Colony Trust Company, of Boston, 
trustees for the bondholders in the Con- 
solidated, and by Colonel N. J, Hammond, 
representing Mr. Henry O. Seixas, a prom- 
inent capitalist of New Orleans, who owns 
bonds and stock in the vompany. 

The bill directs that the city of Atlanta 
be enjoined from enforcing the ordinance 
passed several weeks ago compelling the 
Consolidated to grant transfers; and the 
Consolidated from complying with the or- 
dinance, 

The injunction was presented to Judge 
Newman in New Orleans by Mr. Morris 
Brandon Tuesday afternoon, who granted 
a temporary restraining order in the case, 
and the hearing is set for May 2th. Mr. 
Brandon and Colonel Hammond returned 
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side. «Mr. Mitchell and the other gentlemen 
came up and I told them to have Lanier 
arre ted, that he had outraged my wife.

Many Reasons Given,

there aré many reasons set forth why the 
ordinance should not be enforced.

ing that the contracts which governed the 
‘former roads are applicable to the latter 
and that under these contracts and acts 
of the legislature the city of Atlanta has 
no right to pass any such ordinance. 

It is shown that in 1869 the city entered 
inte a contract with the ATianta Street 
Railway Company, which is now a part 
of the Consolidated, whereby a fare of 
from 10 to 20 cents could be charged on 
any life being operated in the city under 
this company’s jurisdiction, 

The petition further alleges that the 
enforcement of this ordinance would not 
only be a volation of the constitution of 
the state of Georgia, but of that of the 
United States, because ‘it tends to, and 
does impair the obligation of a contract. 

It is further claimed that the transfer 
pystem would be unreasonable for the 
fofowing reasons: The ordinance would 
apply to the lines of the company running 
out of the city, particularly the nine mile 
circle, where 10 cents is now charged, and 
from whence transfers would have to be 
issued to other lines without additional 
fares; that as all the lines of the compa- 
ny localize at Broad aud Marietta streets, 
in order to maintain a successful transfer 
eystem it would be necessary to build a 
depot or shed. The property in this 
neighborhood is not only very high, but 
is already occupied by large buildings, 
the purchasing of which would be impos- 
sible, according to the petition. 

It is also claimed a person could ride to 
one part of the city and return on @ par- 
allel line on one fare; that the granting 
of’ transfers would necessitate great ex- 
pense to the company in the hiring of 
more experienced and reliable men, in the 
printing of transfer tickets and increas- 
ing the force of clerks in the offices; that 
the necessary delay incident to such a 
system would crowd the streets in the cen- 
ter of the city, thereby causing great dan- 
ger to the lives and limbs of ftTie citizens, 
and many damage sults against the com- 
pany. 

It is further alleged that the proposed 
system would greatly decrease the reve- 
nues of the company; that the company 
would need to build more tracks, switches 
and curves in the business centers; that 
under the ordinance passengers might come 
to the city, remain as long as they wished 
and then return on a different line on a 
transfer; that under the ordinance the cars 
would have to be run day and night with- 
out Hmit, thereby causing a great loss 
to the company; that under the provisions 
of the ordinance passengers might ride 
from one point to another all day long 
on one fare; that said ordinance going 
into effect the first day of May does rot 
give the Consolidated sufficient time to 
arrange for the new system. 

The Interests of the Plaintiff. 

The plaintiffs claim they have a property 
right in the company wihch is threatened 
with serious impairmén or destruction. 
Henry O. Seixas owns $37,580 worth of 
bonds in the Consolidated as well as 500 
shares of stock. 

The outstanding bonds of the company 
amount to $2,025,000, and the Old Colony 
Trust Company, of Boston, is trustee for 
the bondholders. They claim that if 
gaid ordinance should be enforced an 
irreparable reduction would follow in 
the property of the company, would be 
a great injury toe its earnings and income 
and would largely decrease sald bends in 
the market. 

The city will probably be represented at 
the hearing by City Attorney Anderson. 
The fight will be @ warm one, as every 
point will be hotly contested, A great deal 
depends on this victory and the outcome 
will be watched with great interest,

CAUSE SENSATION 


Mr, Will Yernoy Dug Up the Remains 
of the Dead. 


WANTED TO REBURY TREM 


He Was Badly Frightened When Told 
the Soldiers Died of Smallpox. 


THOUGHT HE WAS IN GREAT DANGER 


While Excavating Near Grant Park 
He Discovered the Bones and 
Buried Them with Honors. 


After thirty years of peaceful sleep and 
undisturbed rest the bones of three con- 
federate soldiers were dug up on Memorial 
Day and a small sensation has resulted 
from the incident. 

The bones of the dead soldiers were taken 
from an excavation on the property of’ 
Mr. Will Vernoy, on South Boulevard, near 
Grant park, and that gentleman was in a 
state of fright yesterday because he waé 
told that the soldiers died of smallpox end 
that he had dug up germs which might 
spread the disease in the vicinity of his 
property. 

According to physicians who ought to 
know there is no danger of the exhumed 
bones spreading the disease, and the dls- 
covery of the bones and the subsequent 
steps taken by Mr. Vernoy makes cn in- 
teresting story and at the same time forms 
a good joke at the expense of that gentie~ 
man. “ 

As stated, the bones were taken from the 
earth en Memorial Day, Mr. Vernoy and 
several workmen were excavating for buiid- 
ing purposes when they struck the bones, 
all that was left of the three dead sol- 
diers. Remembering that it was Memorial 
Day Mr. Vernoy struck upon the plan of 
having the bones buried with appropriate 
honors at Oakland cemetery at the time of 
the celebration and observance of the day. 
He accordingly secured a new, strong box 
and put the bones in it and then started 
out to secure the permission of the proper 
persons to conduct the burial of the bones. 

Mr. Vernoy was unable to find the au- 
thorities and it already being late in the 
day he was compelled to give up his plans 
of having the boneg buried with honors. 
It never once occurred to him that there 
was the slightest danger in exhuming ,the 
benes and he knew nothing of the former 
existence of a confederate smallpox huspi- 
tal near the place where the bodies were 
buried. When he learned of the l:tter 
fact he was thunderstruck, and at once 
set out for the advice of men of science to 

rtain the best thing to be done. He 
feared that because he had handled the 
bones he had tak chances of catching 
the disease and that a smallpox epidemic 
might be started by the exhumation of the 
soldiers’ remains. 
. Yesterday the bones were buried without 
military honors and Mr, Vernoy wés as- 
sured by physicians that there is no danger 
of contamination by reason of his having 
handled the bones. Secretary McRae, of 
the board of health, was asked about the 
case yesterday afternoon and he said there 
was no danger in the exhumation of the 
bones. He said too long a time had elapsed 
after the burial of the smallpox victims for 
the disease germs to remain in the bones 
and that thirty years under earth purified 
the remains. Other doctors talked in the 
same manner, and Mr. Vernoy has been 
reassured that he is not in danger. 

Old timers will remember that shortly 
after the war there was a smallpox hos- 
pital near Grant park and many confeder- 

}di ied at the place. - The bodies 

buried ‘near the hospital and many 
of them remain under the ground in that 
vicinity yet. When the South Boulevard 
was extended and the street workers ¢x- 
cavated the grades dozens of bones cf sol- 
diers were found and quite a sensation 
was created at the time.

Man Who Works and Thinks as He 
Lives Will Prosper.

MANY DANGERS 


The Dreamer and the Idealist May 
Complain Because Paradise Has 
Not Been Opened to Them. 
Tyty, Ga, April 2%.—(Staff Correspond- 
ence.)}—Has the experiment of successful 
northern colonization not passed the dan- 


ger line? 

This question is one that is often asked, 
and hardly answered, because it is much 
easier to throw an interrogation hook at a 
man tham it is to answer a quizzer. Still, 
the question grows tmportant with repe- 
tition, amd the more reserved the answer 
' the more pressing it becomes. 

What at first was a question of curiosity 
has now become one of pertinence. Just be- 
fore leaving Atlanta I was called upon by 
a prominent clergyman, whose first ques- 
tion was accompanied by a qualifying state- 
ment, thus: 

“Now that you are going to investigate 
the development of south Georgia, do you 
intend to tell the truth? I ask the question 
in this form because the boomer creates 
false hopes, misleading not only those who 
are entrapped into investment, but 
. those who, being called upon for 
opinions, rely upon what they have 
been told. Not a day ~passes but 
I receive letters from fellow church- 
men north and west asking my private opin- 
ion about the advisability of going to 
south Georgia. I am loyal enough to my 
state to want them to come, but I cannot 
afford to lend my name to any misrepre- 
sentation that would cause them to come 
and meet with disaster.’’ 

Here is the situation ts a nutshell. The 
movement south is under way—it has be- 
come a force; but a little more momentum 
and it will grow into an avalanche. The 
real estate men and the boomers have done 
their workn, and the masses, calling upon 
these agencies 1n ‘whom they have most 
confidence, ask for that final word of ad- 
vice, and that word is too important and 
weighty im its consequences to be lightiy 
given. Unfortunately the colonies already 
established have not been in existence long 
enough to furnish a conclusive amswer As 
in all new movements, the advance guard 
has been largely composed of enthusiasts 
and dreamers, and we are compelled to 
look around for the more stable in the 
number, Who do not allow their imagira- 
tions to run away with their prudence. 

The answer, then, must be divided so as 
to fit the exigency, and the best division I 
have yet seem is one furnished by Major P. 
Petham, of this place. 

“Two classes of men,” said Major Pel- 
ham, “have their faces turned this way— 
city and town men Grawing salaries, and 
farmers who know what it is to work in 
the ground. The first class would fail 
wherever they went, because they are pro- 
ceeding om a false basis. They dream of a 
paradise of fruits and flowers, where there 
is nothing to do but to pluck them. With 
them there is neither disaster nor obstacle— 
smooth sailing all the way through. They 
dream of an escape from constant employ- 
ment and a taskmaster; forgetting that ne. 
cessity is the hardest of taskmasters and 
that the farmer of all men must be a mas- 
ter of resources. That such men shouid 
fail is a foregone conclusion, and to charge 
their failure up to the country would be 
the clearest injustice. We have suffered 
some.from this class, and cannot in the 
mature of things tail to suffer more. 

“To the practical farmer, or the young 
man; still sufficiently master of himself to 
turn to something new, there is 
the high possibility of success. 

But even these men are impeded by a 
difficulty, which is one of their own mak- 
ing. I wamt to say it kindly, but they are 
so self-opinioned that rather than take 
advice they suffer several seasons of dis- 
asier before they come to the profilable 
conclusion to learn the experience of those 
who were there before them. It is no unus- 
ual thine to see a northern farmer come 
into a community talking loudly of the 
advantage of methods pursued in their old 
homes, and decrying the antediluvian 
trethods of the southern farmer. Of course 
this southern farmer knows nothing that 
the newcomer cares abuvut learnirg. He 
starts in by himself to surprise the reigh- 
bors, and he does it, but not in the way he 
expected to. Now the southern farmer is 
behind the age in many things, but a great 
deal that he does springs from ‘he necessi- 
ty that it is the thing to do in that time 
and place. It is the lesson of experience 
which he has inadvertently learned. Noth- 
’ ing is more true than that the southern 
man viants corn as it should be planted in 
the south, and the northern man as it 
should be planted in his region, while neith- 
er method would bear to be transplanted 
to the other. 

“This leads me to this undeniable con- 
clusion: That where morthern push and 
thrift adopts southern experience success ts 
@iready attained. The first thing for the 
etranger to do, then, is to consult his 
meighbors as to deep or shallow plowing, 
as to the seasons when to plant and when 
te avoid it. Such a man will begin right, 
and will succeed. Every northern farmer 
‘who has succeeded has adopted this meth- 
od, while those who carried out their pre- 
conceived pians have failed.’’ 

This explanation of how to attain suc- 
cers recalls a conversation with Mr. Her- 
bert Murphy, of Waycross. He landed in 
Waycross about twenty years ago without 
a dollar in his pocket. Now he is rich and 
a bank president. 

“When I first came south,” said he, “T 
thought I knew ft all, and would receive 
advice from nobody. Massachusetts was 
my ideal—as they plowed and sowed and 
reaped there, I concluded to do in Geor- 
gia. I soon found out that I was on the 


Wrong track and ‘that southern methods a 


which I had laughed at were but the meth- 
' @Gs of experience. I did disdain to go to 
™my southern neighbor and ask him how 
‘Ris corn, grown side by side with mine, 
ad made a better yield. I began to learn, 
@nd instead of leading the southern farm- 
er I began to learn of him, and then I be- 


| the told of the great change in the wiregrass 

country since 1869. Within the last few 
months forty-two families have been lo- 
cated in his neighborhood, all Georgians 
from other sections and all of whom will do 
well. There are Many small farmers in 
north Georgia who are taking advantage 
of the low price of lands to provide for 
their children. ' 

Colquitt county, which looks so quaintly 
isolated upon the map, is emerging into the 
fight, and will soon be in communication 
with the world through the enterprise of 
an Atlanta man. Mr. Martin Amorous, who 
has a notion to become a railway mugnate. 
The Atlanta Lumber Company, of which 
Mr. Amorous is general manager, !s Luild- 
ing a line from Sparks, on the Georgia 
Southern and Florida, across the country 
to Moultrie, the county site of Colquitt, a 
distance of twenty-four miles. As ten miles 
constitutes a railroad of which the state 
ratiroad commission takes cognizance, it 
will be seen that the Sparks and Moultrie 
road wtil entitle General Manager Amo- 
rous to take a seat with President Scott 
and President Comer. When he goes a step 
further and starts to connecting several 
disjointed lines for the purpose of creating 
a new trunk line he may cause the railroad 
map to be reconstructed so as to have his 
line distinguished by red ink. Moultrie is 
also receiving benefit from another source, 
a lumber railroad from Pidcuck, on the 
Flant system, being now ineaded for Al- 
bany, a distance of thirty miles, opening 
up another fertile strip of country. One 
of the first results of this boom in Moultrie 
bas been the establishment of six bar- 
rooms. There are better evidences of prog- 
ress, however, in the establishment cf a 


new public school with 170 pupils; the sink- | 


ing of an artesian well, as one means of 
counteracting the barrooms, and other 
public works. 

Hon. Wheclor Norman, now member 
of the legislature from Colquitt, as well 
as his father, Hon. Bryan Norman, former- 
ly a representative, are heavy owners of 
sheep. A bank recently organized gives to 
Moultrie a cosmopolitan air which it did 
not previously have. 

But to come back to the question with 
which this letter began: What progress of 
permanent character has been reached? 
The durability of the soil must be taken 
into account. In a recent report issued 
from the state agricultural department 
there is a reference to the pine barrens 
which must form an important partof any 
investigation. This region is described as 
consisting of the counties of Tatnall, Mont- 
gomery, Emanuel, Telfair, Appling, Coffee, 
Effingham, Bulloch, Johnson, Laurens, 
Wilcox, Irwin, Berien, Lowndes, Pierce, 
Wayne, McIntosh, Liberty, Bryan, Jeffer- 
son, Washington, Dodge, Ware and Clinch, 
in several of which, however, there are 
exceptional areas. The soil is usually fine 
and sandy, with a yellow sandy supsoil. 
“These sandy soils,"” says the report, 
“while producing a very good crop of cot- 
ton when new and fresh, very soon wear 
out, and without the aid of fertilizers their 
cultivation is not profitable.’’ The fact 
that fruits have been substituted for cot- 
ton and that other crops are aiways under 
experiment, while meeting with success at 
first, will require time for full demonstra- 
tion and emphasize the care which those 
having the welfare of the state at heart 
should take to see that no improper ad- 
vantage is taken of immigrants by real 
estate agents, whose sole purpose is to sell 
lands, regardless of future disappoint- 
ments. It is noticeable, however, that 
several of the most prosperous communities 
in Georgia are embraced within the area 
described. Lowndes county is one of the 
richest in the state, with Valdosta as its 
county site. It is the great center of the 
long staple cotton region, and has with- 
stood the test of time, which is one of 
the points at issue. Tifton is the center 
of another area which has answered well, 
and where the newcomers seem to be meet- 
ing with all reasonable success. Washing- 
ton county is one of the oldest in the 
state, having contributed regularly to the 
public wealth and is filled with prosperous 
farmers. 

After all the greatest difficulty in settling 
these lands hitherto has been the impos- 
sibility of getting neighbors. Where the 
county was divided into immense estates 
these was no room for the small owner 
and it is only In a county of small land 
owners that society and companionship 
can be secured. Some years ago Professor 
White, of the State university, in advocat- 
ing the village system, made a suggestion 
which is now being carried out in another 
form. The village system contemplated the 
partition of the lands so that all would have 
a common center, which would bring the 
homs together and in this way the isola- 
tion and loneliness of country life would 
be removed. Churches and schools woul6é 
cement this center, so as to make the 
county a succession of village homes. The 
idea was a good one and worthy of trial. 
The coming hither of a large number of 
immigrants, buying In small lots, so that 
their houses are in sight of each other, ac- 
complishes the same results and marks the 
beginning of an era to divide up the large 
holdings and transform the country from 
being a land of large plantations into a 
land of homes.

CAUGHT AT LAST 


George Harris, a Former Janitor, Yictim- 
ized the Students Many Months. 


RAIDED THE ROOMS AT NIGHT 


He Was Caught with a Wagon Load of 
Goods in His Possession. 


HE HAD THE KEYS TO THE BUILDING 


A City Detective Made a Good Catch. 
Stolen Goods Turned Over to the 
Happy Students. 


The students at the Technological school 
can now sleep without their slumbers be- 
ing disturbed with Wreams of burglars, a 
thing which they have not done for three 
or four months past. 

Yesterday morning Detective Harris ar- 
rested George Harris, a negro who had 
been a janitor at the Technological school, 
and placed him in a cell at the police sta- 
tion. After the arrest had been made the 
negro’s room was searched and a wagon 
load of goods were found which had been 
stolen from the students. Harris evi- 
dently intended to open wp a atore in Aa 
short while. He had: stolen everything 
which students possess, from a scarfpin to 
a trunk. 

Some six months ago the students began 
to miss articles of wearing apparel and 
emall personal effects. The stealing was 
infrequent and passed unnoticed as 
it was impossible to tell who 
was doing it. Lately the thefts  be- 
came more bold and more frequent and the 
faculty were forced to take notice of the 
inroads which were being made upon the 
personal property of the students. Some 
private detective work was done and sus- 
picion pointed to the negro Harris. He 
was discharged about three weeks ago, but 
the students were astgnished to find that 
their clothes, hats and shoes, along with 
pocket change, were still disappearing, and 
the stealing was going on at night. 

Mysterious burglars were at work and 
the boys were not sleeping as soundly as 
they should on account of it. 

The matter sas reported to the city de- 
tective bureau, and Captain Slaughter de- 
tailed Detective J. B. Harris to work on 
the case. It did not take the officer long 
to discover that the thief who had got 
in his work on the inside was the same 
person who was playing the role of a burg- 
lar on the outside. 

Evidence against the negro Harris be- 
came cumulative, and he was arrested 
yesterday morning, and a large lot of the 
goods which had been stolen from the 
students recovered. Keys to the students’ 
rooms were found in his possession. 

Professor J. B. Wood called at the police 
station yesterday morning and after iden- 
tifying the- goods, gave a receipt and car- 
ried them back to their overjoyed owners. 

The catch by the detective was consid- 
ered one of the best that have been made 
for some time by the detective bureau, 
and Mr. Harris has been extended a vote 
of thanks by the students of the Theolog- 
ical school.

As a result 
of the first union two children were born 
and when Mrs. Coolidge married Frank H. 
Coolidge she was a widow and her two 
daughters were thirteen and ten years of 
age. Mrs. Coolidge married Frank Cool- 
idge in August, 1893, but, as she stated 
yesterday, the second marriage was not 
happy and after mature deliberation she Gce- 
cided to seek a legal separation, as she 
had becothe convinced. that she and her 
husband ¢ould not live happily together as

The petition filed by the wife showed 
that her husband had abused her and that 
he had not accorded to her the love and 
proper conduct which she expected she 
was due under his marital obligatiors. She

“Well, state wheather or not the lan- 
surge you used on the oceasion of the 
Parade ground incident comes under that 
article of war which prohibits one Officer 
from using abusive and insulting language 
or gestures toward ancther?’ 

“It did not.” 

“Why did you use this language?’ 

“I said on that occasion: ‘Gentlemen, 
your attention. Captain Henry Romeyn 
has grievously wronged me and mine, and 
being called upon, refuses to make repara- 
tion." I used this language simply be- 
cause it Wis a statement of fact. Further, 
that it was a fact born of such circum- 
stances that it shoyld be known to the 
officers of my regiment. I knew of no 
other method of bringing this unfortunate 
controversy to competent authority that 
it might be settled in the regtment.”’ 

“Did you make any attempt to settle the 
matter through the official channel, the 
post commander?’ 

“IT had not and took this action so that 
it might come to his notice in an unpreju- 
diced manner.” 

“Had you any reason to believe that 
the post commander would not take the 
proper action?” 

“IT had.” 

“What were the reasons for believing 
this?’’ 

“Because of the intimate relations of the 
post commander with Captain Romeyn and 
his family.’”’ 

Had No Idea of a Fight. 

“Did you make those remarks. with the 
idea. of bringing on a personal difficulty?” 

“I had no tdea of bringing out a per- 
sonal difficulty. At the time I made them 
I saw but two alternatives. One, the most 
probable, that you would prefer charges 
against me, and the other that nothing at 
all would follew."’ 

“From what you know of my career in 
the past, did you think I was a man to 
submit to insult?’ 

“I have known but little of Major Ro- 
meyn. I first knew him in August, 1895, 
and my service with him has been entirely 
in garrison. I Knew something of his mil- 


, itary career from what the register of the 


army showed, but formed no opinion on 
the matter stated, as the record shows 
nothing to give me a basis for such an 
opinion.” . 

“Did you not say that you had ex- 
pected before this to provoke a quarrel 
with me on paper?’ 

“I did not say quarrel. I supposed that 
you would prefer charges against me and 
wanted to throw on you the onus of bring- 
ing into an affair of this sort the ladies 
of the garrison. The reason I took the ac- 
tion before the officers of the regiment 
was that I tried to avoid. publicity and 
have the matter settled in a quiet way.”’

Lieutenant O’Brien stated that his social) 
relations With Mrs. Kellogg were pleasant 
and that she had spoken to both him and 
his wife during the last two weeks. He 
stated that he and his wife had ridden down 
town om the car with Lieutenant Kalk and 
his: wife not long ago and conversed pleas- 
antly with them. When asked concerning 
the statement that Lieutenant Bamford of- 
ten met his wife at the car and escorted 
her home, the witness stated that the young 
man had done so at his (O’Brien’s) request. 
He also stated that his wife had not been 
out bicycle riding more than six or eight 
times since. last November. Lieutenant 
O’Brien. made a lomg statement concerning 
the engagement between Mr. Bamford and 
Miss Romeyn. It was in substance as fol- 
lows: 

“TY never believed for a moment there was 
an engagement. 1 paid close attention to 
find this out, as I did mot want to have 
Lieutenant Bamford spend so much time 
with us if such a thing existed. “Mrs. Ro- 
meyn often spoke to me of the supposed 
engagement, telling me that it was ‘oft 
one time and then again that it was all 
right. She said on one occasion that Cap- 
tain Romeyn wag opposed to the match and 
that her daughter amd Lieutenant Bamford 
were going to lope. She said she had been 
down town and bought some blue cloth to 
make the young lady a dress to elope in. I 
thought the whole matter absurd. I had 


seen Mr Bamford paying Miss Romeyn a. 


good deal of attention and would not have 
been surprised to hear of an engagement. I 
finally came to the conclusion that there 
was so much smoke about the affair that 
there could be little fire. 

“Tt often thheard Lieutenant Bamford say 
he was not a marrying man. He used such 
strong terms once that I, as a married man, 
took him to task. About the time the sup- 
posed engagement was announced I had 
heard nothing of the relations existing be- 


tween the youmg man and Miss Romeyn. I. 


noticed, however, that he was not going to 
Captain Romeyn’s quarters as often as 
formerly. He no longer danced with the 
young lady; did not take her to hops or 
theater parties or show her any such at- 


tentions as before. I noticed this as early. 


as last December and believed that if any- 
thing had ever existed between the pair it 
had all been sttied.’’ 

Went with Her to Hops. 

The witness then stated that Mr. Bam- 
ford first began calling at his house about 
@ year ago pnd often played cribbage with, 
him, “ashe was very welcome todo.” He 
further stated that last winter he and his 
wife, Miss: Randall and Mr. Bamford form- 
ed a “High Five Club” and played alter- 
mately at Captain Randall's and his own 
house. At one of the meetings a question 
arose as to whetlier or not Lieutenant Bam- 
ford should spend so much time with them, 
if he was engaged. Lieutenant O’Brien 
says he investigated and found nothing to 
dimish in any way the intimacy. In speak-

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Filing of a. Bill by Receiver Matthews 


Was Whole Amount of the Washing- 
ton Company’s Balance in Bank. 


THE COMPANY DIDN'T GET THE PROCEEDS 


Tt Is the Opinion of Attorneys That 
the Bank Is Liable and Will Try. 
e To Compel It To Pay. 


Another one of Harry Cassin’s transac- 
tions was brought to light yesterday by 
the filing of a petition by Receiver W. A. 

Matthews to make himself a party to the 
bill against the Georgia Loan, Savings and 
Banking Company. 
' The. petition asks that the bank be 
made to pay the Washington Company 
$7,392, which was the balance on deposit 
April 17th. This amount was checked out 
by Harry Cassin and the petition shows 
| that the proceeds did not go for the bene- 
fit of the Washington company. 

The petition explains why it is the desire 
of Mr. Matthews to be made a party and 
there is an interesting story in connection 
with the cashing of the check. 

Cassin was secretary and treasurer of 
the Washington Loan and Investment Com- 
pany, as well ag cashier of the pank. 
Wien the trouble with the bank was made 
public Mr. W. A. Matthews went to Mr. 
Gress and asked him about’ the condition 
of the Washington Company. 

‘Monday morning, in order to satisfy him- 
self that all was well, Mr. Matthews went 
to the company's office and in looking over 
things found the check for 37,392. He was 
amazed to find the check and had no 
knowledge of the fact that it had been 
drawn. 

A glance at the paper showed him that 
it had not been countersigned by the pres- 
ident of the company and was not num- 
bered. An examination of the company’s 
checkbook disclosed the fact that the 
check had not been entered there and to 
all appearance the company had a bal- 
ance of $7,392.04 due it. 

Mr. Matthews went at once to Messrs. 
Burton Smith and Luther Rosser and ob- 
tained their services as attorneys, He agreed 
to be appointed receiver, not in order to 
obtain any fees that might come to him, 
but for the purpose of protecting the 
bond and shareholders of the company. 

In securing the attorneys he had up- 
permost in his mind the matter of protect- 
ing the interests of the people who had 
invested their money in the Washington 
Company. Yesterday the bfl was filed 
and the company will hold the bank liable 
for the whole amount of the check, and it 
is the opinion of attorneys that the bank 
can be made to pay every cent of the 
money. 

Where Did the Money Go? 

The question now arises, what became of 
the $7,392 checked out of the bank by Cas- 
sin? The check shows that it was drawn 

“Harry Cassin, treasurer,’’ and was 
signed by “Harry Cassin, secretary and 
treasurer.” It was indorsed officially and 
personally by Cassin. 


states positively that every check must 
be countersigned by the president. Every 
eneck ever drawn by the company bears 
the signature of the president with the 
exception of the Cassin check. 

Mr. Gress was Officially connected with 
the Washington company and the bank 
officials should have known that the check 
was not good without the counter signa- 
ture. Cassin himself, when he accepted the 
check as cashier of the bank, must have 
known that the signature of the presi- 
dent was absolutely necessary since he 
was familiar with the rules and by-laws 
of the company, of which he was secretary 
and treasurer. 

It is said by Mr. Matthews, the receiver 
of the company, that the company will 
be able to pay every shareholder his full 
amount. This is what Mr. Matthews is 
working for and he has no expectations 
er desires to obtain receiver's fees. His 
work is wholly for the interests of the 
shareholders. 

In speaking of the status of affairs of 
the company last night, Attorney Burton 
Smith stated that the officers of the com- 
pany could have probably postponed a re- 
ceivership, but in view of the trouble and 
talk growing out of the charges against 
(Mr. Cassin it was deemed best ror the 
bondholders and their interests to bive 
a receiver at once, 

“The company can without doubt,” said 
Mr. Smith, “pay the bondholders every cent 
due them under ‘their contract, Only by 
a receivership can we wind up the busi- 
ness. Without winding it up it would run 
many years. 

‘We have called a meeting of the bond- 
holders and expect to show them ‘that 
they can have all of their moncy in a 
little while.

The btate then opened in rebuttal. Wit- 
ness R. Almand swore that he witnessed 
the shooting at Ingleside and that Lanier 
had no pistol, as Perry had claimed. 

The prosecution here offered the dying 
statement of Lanier in rebuttal of Perry’s 
statement. The jury Was retired and the 
statement read to see what was relevant. 
The defense objected to a large part of the 
statement and the judge sustained” then 
and ordered a considerable portion of the 
document ruled out. 

Ordinary Ragsdale swore that the state- 
ment was made when the deceased was 
dying. 

After much argument the portions of the 
statement not ruled out were allowed to 
go to the jury. The statement is identical- 
ly the same as The Constitution forecasted 
over a month ago, the wording being al- 
most the same.

I called him Uncle Steve, not that 1 was 
any kin to him, but becavse he had always 
been so kind to ma On Friday evening 
before the shooting I came in and spoke 
to him as usual. He did not notice me. 
This was the first bad feeling he had ever 
shown toward m@ On Saturday evéning 
Mr. Ike Shepherd breught me a note from 
Mr. H. & erry. He (Mr. Perry) said in 


| the note that I had come between him 


and his wife, and that I must leave At- 
lanta, and go where he could not see me, 
or I would have to téKe the consequences, 

“There was notte’ at any time im- 
proper in my relations to Mrs. Perry.

Morgan Gress Wants Receiver for 
Cashier Cassin’s Bank. 


LAWYERS WILL MAKE THE FIGHT HOT 


Petition Will Be Resisted and Some 
Spicy Developments May Be 
Brought to Light. 


The petition asking for the appointment 
of a receiver for the Georgia Loan, Savings 
and Banking Company, which was filed 
several days ago on account of the alleged 
shortage of Cashier Harry Cassin, will be 
heard this afternoon at 3:30 o’clock before 
Judge Lumpkin. 4 

The situation of the litigation points to 
the appointment of a temporary receiver 
by the court and present indications give 
this coloring to the . matter. It is quite 
probable that the receiver will be appoint- 
ed with full authority and power of the 
superior court to take charge of the busi- 
ness and: manage the assets as the court 
may direct. 

No intimation elther from counsel fn the 
case or from interested parties has been 
made as to whom the court will select as 
receiver. In fact, there are several who 
have an interest in the company who have 
taken the position that the appointment of 
a receiver would not be to the advantage 
of the bank just at present. In opposition 
to this opinion it is said that the assets 
will be. wasted and holders will become 
demoralized if the court does not interfere, 
The faction favoring the appointment of a 
receiver declares that under the present 
strained relations existing among the 
officers and directors of the bank it would 
be impossible for the company to wind up 
its business unaided by the courts and the 
receiver. 

It is openly charged by persons who are 
familiar with the situation that there are 
two factions now in existence—one is the 
faction which sides with Judge R. T. Dor- 
sey, the vice president of the bank, and 
the other faction is led by Mr, G. V. Gress, 
who is president of the institution. They 
say that these two factions havé caused 
much feeling among the officers, directors 
and stockholders and that it is now impos- 
sible for anything to be accomplished, as 
there is no concert of action and a vast 
lack of co-operation. 

‘Unless a receiver be appointed,”’ said an 
interested party yesterday, “nothing can 
be done, as it is a fight between the stock- 
holders in which nothing but ill will, hard 
feelings and bitterness will result. There 
are. but one or two stockholders in the com- 
pany that could get things together, and I 
do not think that either. one of these 
gentlemen whom I have i® mind will have 
anything to do with the matter.’ The only 
way in which matters can be adjusted and 
the affairs of the bank put jn proper con- 
dition is by the 
ceiver.’’ ! 

When the hearing comes up this. after- 
made against the interference of the cgurt.

The argument promises to be exceedingly 
interesting and numerous disclosures may 
be made when the question comes up this 
afternoon.
